Ir Edwyn Sandys in his Europz Speculum, ſpeaking of 
the State of the Roman Church, ts ſtruck into admi- 
ration to ſee how ſtrangely it is compatted of infinite 
contrarieties ; What Pomp; ( ſaith he) what Riot t0 that 
of their Cardinals ? Who wealthier than their Prelates 2 
on the other rae, What ſeverity of life comparable to their Her- 
-mits aud Capuchians, and who more poorer by vow and profeſſion 
than their Mendicants? on the one ſide of the Street a Cloyſter of 
Virgins, on the other ſide, # Sty of Curtezans with publick to- 
leration : this day all in Masks, with all looſneſs and foolery : t0- 
morrow all in Proceſſions, whipping themſelves till the blood 
follows : On one door an Excommunication, throwing to He!! all 
Tranſgreſſors : on another a Jubilee, or full diſcharge from all 
Tranſgreſſiens : It is a Proverb (ſaith he) recorded in their own 
Books, That the worſt Chriſtians of /taly are the Romans ; of 
the Romans, the Prieſts are the wickedeſt : the lewdeft Prielts: 
are preferred to he Cardinals, and the boldeſt men among the 
Cardinals are choſen to be Pope. | 
Thus may very well be exemplified by their own Hiſtories, in the: 
lives of their Popes. To begin with Martin the Second, Babe 
faith, that his Father Palumbus was a Conjurer ; and Platina 
writes, That he got the Popedom by ill means : no queſtion by. ' 
fome of his Fathers Art ; Chriſtopher the Firſ# ( whoſe name 
Platina ſaith, ſhould have been Lucifer) outed his Predeceſſor 
Leo the Fifth, and ſhut him up in a Monaſtery, where he ſoot 
after died of diſcontent ; but' long enjoyed he not his place, but 
he watt ſerved the ſame trick by Sergius the Third, who flied him: 
#p in a Monaſtery, and a little after into a #reighter Priſon © 
where he miſerably ended hu days : But what ſhould we take of 
theſe Holy Fathers, Pope Silveſter the Second is ſaid to attain to 
the Popedom by Negromancy, and Pope Hildebrand who goes under  ; 
the name of Pope Gregory the Seventh, poiſoned ſix or ſeven. +

for 8#hough the Popes. forbid Marriage in their Clergy, yet are they 
Jruitful in their Children : their grand Holineſſes themſelves not 
excepted, who have lore of Nephews, for by that name do-they 
call their Baſtards : which made Pope Alexander the third ro 
ſay, The Laws forbids us to get Children, and the Devil hath gi- 
ven us Nephews in their ſtead. And for the Chaſtity of their 
Nuns let Clemangis teſtifie; who telleth us, That Puellam velare 
eadem eft ac publice eamad ſcortandum exponere : to veil a Nun 
and proſtitute her for a common Harlot were terms equivalent. 
And one Robinſon who lived for a time in the Engliſh Nunnery 
at Lisbon, hath told us, that he found a hole in their Garden 
wall covered over with Mortar, in which were hidden the bones 
of many new born Children, which their unnatural Mothers had
